RELIGION AND THE U. S. PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION 

Reports on the progress of the election campaign in the 
United States suggest that the religious question, which 
had apparently been more or less disposed of in the 
course of the primaries, seems likely to be a factor in the 
voting for the new President. : 

One Washington commentator says in this connection: 
“From many parts of the country are reports of attitudes 
and action sharply reminiscent of the defeat of Alfred’ E. 
Smith, one-time New York Governor, chiefly on the same 
issue, more than three decades ago.” ee ‘ 

It is pointed out that Catholics are in the majority in 
only two of the states and that, in the Southern states. the 
proportion of Catholics, by and large, is negligible. -The 
goyernor of Tennessee, Rufford Ellington, who is. a.sup- 
porter of Senator Kennedy is reported to have told the 
Democratic candidate that the greatest issue in the cam- 
paign will be religion and that “there's no use trying to 
hide it.” 

In this day and age, it appears inconceivable that re- 
ligious prejudices should still play such an important part 
jn an enlightened country such as our big neighbor to the 
south.- -Much has happened since the U. S. voters turned 
down Alfred E. Smith solely on the question of his re- 
ligious convictions, happenings which, one would think, 
should have been wiped away, except with a few fanatics 
any ideas that a man’s religious convictions might stand 
in the way of his duty to the country. 

The voting next November will tell the tale, but it 
would be unfortunate in the extreme if the results of the 
presidential election indicate that religious witch-hunting 
still exists in enlightened countries.

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PICKLING GHERKINS 

Now is the time to make 
pickles, according to the In- 
formation Branch of the Ont 
ario Department of Agricul- 
It’s still early enough 
in the season for pickling cu- 
cumbers to be at their best. 

For gherkins, use cucum: 
bers about one to two inches 
long and of top quality, free 
from bruises. 


Here are two methods of) 


making gherkins from which 
to choose. 

GHERKINS METHOD 1 

4 quarts small cucumbers; 
16 cups boiling water; 1 cup 


salt; 8 cups blended vinegar; | 
cup sugar; | 


1% cup salt; %4 
14 cup mustard seed; a cup 
7 cups sugar. 

Wash the cucumbers, scrub 
well, rinse, drain well and} 
place in a crock, Cover with 
hot brine made by boiling 
water and salt.

Drain, cover with 
boiling water and let stand 24 
hours, Drain eucumbers and 
place in a dry crock. Prepare 
pickle mixture by combining 
| the vinegar, the 4 cups of sug- 
ar and the cinnamon stick and} 
celery seed which have been 
loosely tied in a bag. Bring to 
a boil and pour over cucum- 
bers. . For three successive 
days, drain off the syrup, add 
1 cup sugar, heat and pour 
}over the pickles. On the 
third day, pack the gherknis 
into sterilized jars. Remove 
the spice bag and pour boiling 
|syrup over the pickles. Seal 
and store. Yield: approxima- 
| tely 4 quarts.

The U-S forged ahead of the Soviet Union in gold med- 
als won at the Olympic games yesterday in Rome. Amer- 
ican athletes picked up two gold medals for first place 
performances in track and field. , and added three more 
in freestyle wrestling. No Canadians «won. In track, 
Rafer Johnson won the gruelling Decathlon with an 
Olympic record total of Fight-thousand 392 points. And 
Otis Davis of Los Angeles smashed the world record by 
winning the 400-meter run in 44 point nine seconds. An 
other world record was set by Herb Elliott of Austrialia 
who won the 15 hundred meter run in three minutes, 35 
point six seconds. The American gold medals in wrest-

Editorial 


THE FACTS ARE... i 
Some controversy has arisen in the wake of a 


court ruling against the builder of a house in southeast 
Lindsay on property zoned as an industrial area. Be 

The facts concerning this situation aren't difficult 
to take in, and much as we sympathize with someone who 
finds themselves in the position of not being able to build 
a house on their land, we cannot hold with an effort 

, existing municipal law. 

i ot he aoe at hand the court has tuled that the 
owners. of the land in the industrial zone violated exist- 
ing zoning and buildmig bylaws. They (a) went ahead and 
puilt without the necessary building permit and (b) built 
a house in an industrial zone. xe 
The developments which led to the court case didn’t 
come about suddenly—They were cumulative over a 
lengthy period of time, beginning when a building permit 
was refused, and that was the time not to have defied the 
law but to begin working to have it changed. There may 
well be portions of the town’s zoning bylaw which should 
be reviewed and perhaps adjusted but this cannot be 
achieved by a defiant course of action. When one is 
proven to have violated the law at any level the court 
has no alternative but to find in favor of the law. : 

People who own land in an industrial zone and wish 
to develop it for residential purposes would probably 
find a lot of public sympathy, particularly if the indust- 
rially-zoned area was not developing along intended lines. 
FOR THEIR INTENDED USE 

Small cars, especially smali imported cars, have 

_ been given a fair amount of publicity in the news lately, 
some of it adverse, 

These cars have filled a need which was long felt in 
Canada among the people who couldn't see their way 
clear to either buy or operate a larger vehicle. They had 
an appeal which has proven popular, perhaps beyond 
the greatest expectations of either their manufacturers 
or the distributors and, judging by the increasing numb- 
er seen daily on the road, the appeal is not lessening. 

. They may be part of the answer to mounting traffic con- 

~ gestion and, if more widely adopted, would be a big step 
towards reducing wear and tear of our highways brought 
about by heavier vehicles. 

The smaller car is, generally speaking, well engineer- 
ed and designed to do those things within their intended 
scope. They were never meant to be driven at high 
speeds even though they are capable of attaining them. 
Their construction is not such that they should be driven 
at other than reasonable speeds at which they perform 
very well and can be handled with relative ease. 

In this district, this summer, there have been num- 
erous motor car fatalities, only one of which involved a 
smaller type car. There have, it is true. been numerous 

. accidents involving both small type vehicles and the 
larger ones but this, it carefully analyzed would prob- 
ably be found to be due more to driver failure than me- 
chanical failure. As a leading safety official once ob- 
served: “It takes several nuts to put a car together but 
only one to tear ft apart.” Everyone who Grives is 
liable to become involved in an accident but the risk is ten 
times greater when the individual makes no effort to und- 
erstand and respect the capabilities of the vehicle being 
operated. 

BURNING BYLAW 

This is the time of year when most people begin 
house and garden cleaning with perhaps 4 little garage 
or back shed cleaning thrown in. The outcome of 
these cleanings is much tidier Surroundiags and gener- 
ally a heap of rubbish which has to be disposed of in 
some way. Many people choose to burn St and at times 
which prove greatly annoying to their neighbours such 
as when they have just hung out the wash and «o forth. 

There has been a feeling around for some time that 
there is a need for a bylaw covering such things which 
would perhaps establish hours during which refuse 
could ‘be burned and otherwise regulate these burn- 
ing to achieve a minimum of inconvenience and hazard. 

Each fall we have a situation to contend with in 
Lindsay which hardly seems to be in keeping with mod- 
ern trends nor is it good practice in other respects. 
Reference is made to the great leaf-burning splurge 
which always seems extremely wasteful quite apart 
from the standpoint of smoke. Many centres have 
these leaves gathered, mulched and sold at a profit. 
What would be wrong with doing that in Lindsay rather 
than destroying nature's own fertilizing agent. 

Perhaps this could be included among things to be 
considered if the subject of a burning bylaw for the town 
reaches the discussion stage in council,

Six Spotted 


Aster yellow is a virus 
disease which in 1957 virtually 
ruined crops of lettuce, carrots, 
celery, and sunflowers every- 
where east of the Rockies, and 
reduced flax yields through- 
out the prairie provinces. The 
disease was known to be trans- 
mitted by an insect called the 
six spotted leafhopper, but 
until now little was known in 
Canada about the habits and 
life history of this insect. 

Now the Canada Department 
of Agriculture reports that 
studies in Manitoba and On- 
tario are showing that the eggs 
of the leafhopper can over- 
winter on fall sown grains, but 
the large number of adult 
leafhoppers that often appear 
in the spring are migrants 
carried by mass air movements 
from the Central United 
States. 

The Department says that 
a small percentage of these 
migrants is infected with the 
virus. The insects multiply 
rapidly on young grain, grasses 
and weeds, some of which also 
harbor the virus. As these 
plants mature the leafhoppers 
move into susceptible crops 
and infect them. 

The Agriculture Department 
says that extensive trials with

That television set may be a perfectly harmless 
looking piece of equipment in your living room but an 
incident which occurred here late Tuessiay afternoon 
made it clear that it can be otherwise. It did something 
else too — it gave those who went to the scene of the

It turned out that the ty. under discussion had 
just come back from a repair shop and was set in 
operation in the owner's living room. While he was 
at dinner, his wife heard the set making queer noises, 
rushed into the room and found it afire. Firemen 
were called and the fire extinguished but not before 
a worrisome period had been experienced. 

One of the firemen recalled that television set 
fires are really not so rare and they can sometimes 
produce devastating results. One of the greatest 
threats to the safety of those around a fauity and 
overheating set is that of explosion. This fireman

ELECTRA CRASHES INTO WATERFRONT DIKE 
An American Airlines Blectra erashed into a 
waterfront dike during a landing at New York City’s 
LaGuardia Airport today. It flipped over and caught 
fire, but officials said none of the 76 persons aboard 
suffered major injury. Impact splintered the plane 
and fire destroyed the wreckage within minutes. But 
the 71 passengers and five crewmen’ walked out alive. 
Jt was the fourth major crash involving an Hlectra in 
passenger service. 
BELIEVED TO HAVE KILLED ONE CREW 

‘An aerial collision between two U-S Air Force B- 
47 bombers some 300 miles off the Irish coast 1s believed 
to have killed the crew of one of the planes. The 
other--escorted by a third plane--limped into Shannon 
Jreland, with one engine dangling from a wing. The 
other plane in the crash apparently went down in the 
rough waters of the Atlantic. The collision occurred 
early today in light fog, but the crew of the surviving 
bomber has refused to discuss the accident until an 
investigating team arrives. 

TO TRY TO RECOVER THIRD CAPSULE 

The U-S will try to recover its third straight cap- 
sule from an orbiting discoverer sutellite today. 
Scientists plan to eject the capsule tonight from the 
discoverer-1§ orbiting, launched yesterday from Van- 
denberg Air Force Base, California. Ships and planes 
will attempt to catch the instrument-laden capsule 
near Hawaii. 

PREPARE PARK AVENUE MANSION 
FOR KHRUSHCHEV . 

A five story Park Avenue mansion is being pre- 
pared for Soviet Premier Khrushchey in New York City. 
He will stay in the building during his visit to the U-N 
next week ... barring a U-S change of mind on limit- 
ing him to Manhattan Island. U-S Secretary of State 
Herter is expected to reaffirm the U-S travel ban at 
a Washington News conference today. 

SOVIET OFFICER TO TESTIFY 

A Soviet military officer who recently defected to 
the West will testify at a public hearing of the House 
Committee on UN-American activities today. The 
unnamed Russian is expected to reyeal Soviet espion- 
age secrets. A House armed services subcommittee 
will begin hearing tomorrow on the defection of two 
U-S code clerks to Russia. 

WILL BAR SO CALLED ENEMIES 

Hast German Communist officials have warned 
they will bar all so-called “enemies” from West Berlin 
in the latest Soviet squeeze,on the isolated Western 
outpost. The Russians have gvien the Bast German 
Reds the green light to interfere with anything moy- 
ing on the highways through East Germany except 
allied military traffic, The contrived “crisis” appar- 
ently has been timed to coincide with Soviet Premier 
Khrushchey’s visit to the United Nations. 


“SEADRAGON” TO DOCK AT PEARL HARBOR 


The U-S Atomic submarine, “Seadragon,” will 
dock at Pearl Harbor in Hawaii this morning .. . com- 
pleting a transit of the icy Northwest passage. The 


sub’s skipper probably will be given the Legion of Merit 
for taking the ship through previously unconquered 
Parry Channel and the Canadian Archipelago. The 
yoyage from Portsmouth, New Hampshire took 45 days. 
BEGIN WEEK-LONG CONFERENCE 

Lawyers from the 10 Commonwealth nations begin 
a week-long conference in Ottawa today to discuss 
vital legal issues facing their professions. Discussions 
are expected to range from human rights and the pro- 
blems of Federalism to the transfer of lawyers within 
the Commonwealth and matrimonial property laws. 
“DONNA” CAUSES ONE DEATH 

Hurricane Donna was easier on Canada and the 
Maritime Provinces in particular than expected as 
the Atlantic Provinces escaped serious damage. One 
death was reported--42-year-old Patrick Knowles, who 
was believed drowned after his wrecked fishing smack 
was found abandoned at a waterfront pier in Pictou, 
Nova Scotia.

“SPARE WHEEL WITH A FULL-TIME JOB” 

Everyone interested in promoting a safer motor 
vehicle would find something of a practical nature to 
contemplate in the current Weekend Magazine, a sup- 
plement carried by several Canadian newspapers at 

yeekend, 
y aie picture-story referred to is on page 26 and 
pears the same caption as this editorial. Text of the 
article is as follows: “That spare wheel may play 
a dual role if a French engineer can interest auto- 
mobile manufacturers in his proposal to carry it at 
the front of the car — with about four tones pro- 
truding — as @ safety device. Jacques Gerin, of 
Boulogne-Billancourt, has his spare attached securely 
to the front end of his — but free to revolve, 
thus acting as a shock absorber and deyiation 
bar. The wheel can be readily removed for 
regular use if you get a4 flat tire. In tests, Gerth 
crashed a car equipped with the projecting tire into a 
stationary vehicle at 32 m.p.h. The protruding wheel 
deflected the car to the side — as it did Gerin hit a 
cement pole at 35 m.p.h. He says the device can be 
installed in cars with front or rear-engive mountings, 
at a cost of only about $100.” : 

Engineer Gerin seems to have hit on an excellent 
invention and one which should be readily accepted by 
the automobile industry if it is sincere in reducing the 
damage caused by traffic accidents, especially the 
head-on type which are often most devastating to 
vehicle and occupants. This, coupled with a sensible 
enforced reduced speed limit, should go far to curbing 
the toll of traffic accidents. The further employment 
of shock resisting rubber around the car's body — 
front, rear and sides — and less chrome would be an 
additional safety measure. Up until this moment, the 
application of anything approaching genuine safety 
features in cars have been negligible despite all the 
ballyhoo to the contrary. Big or small, they crumple 

. like a sardine tin under the slightest provocation and 
the effect of even a minor collision is devastating to 
the pocketbook, Introduction of practical, down-to- 
earth safety and measures should also result in re- 
ducing the present high cost of insurance. 


More than words and fine-sounding platitudes 
are going to be necessary to cope with tne current de- 
plorable highway traffic record of this and other 
North American countries. 


THE PRINCIPAL AND CHAIRMAN 
MAKE GOOD POINTS 

Both the principal of the LCI and the chairman of the 
Victoria County High School Area Board have made good 
points in their start-of-the-term remarks to the student 
body of the Lindsay Collegiate Institute. 

The principal has proclaimed as false the doctrine 
which would label the hard-working and successful stu- 
dent a “square”. In tnis he is correct because in the 
world today the “square” is the one who is not preparing 
himself to cope with the complexities of modern living. 
He is indeed apt to become a square peg in a round hole. 
Diligent application of one’s energies is a prerequisite to 
success in any line of endeavour commencing with the 
process of obtaining an education. 

HSA chairman Thomson, in urging students to aim 
high, didn’t mean that they should strive for ridiculous 
superiority in order to lord it over their fellow students. 
He was emphasising the need for setting sights high to 
ensure they felt a sense of achievement on the year’s 
work rather than a “Well, I scraped through” sort of re- 
action. 

We often hear young people complain that they didn’t 
like school or they didn’t like their work but so far, only 
one successful remedy has been found for this type of dis- 
satisfaction: personal application, with emphasis on look- 
ing for the rewarding features of a situation rather than 
those which aren’t so pleasant. Life seems to demand a 
constant effort to look for the best in all things if it is to 
be an enriching experience. 


There Seems To Be Some Misunderstanding 

There seems to be some misunderstanding among 
Tesidents in an area such as Lindsay which has a planning 
by-law which sets up zones of various types—industrial, 
commercial, residential, ete. It should perhaps be point- 
ed out that when a planning board submits a plan of a 
town to the council, it is subject to change and revision 
before the by-law is adopted and afterwards. 

An example of the most recent incident which reflec- 
ted some of this misanderstanding is the “Gill case” in 
which the builder of a home in an industrial area, appar- 
ently undertaken without the prescribed building permit 
and contrary to existing building by-laws. gave some in- 
dication of intent to defy the .existing planning by-law 
which established the area in which the house was being 
built as “industrial”. 

This case has made it clear that these zones are sub- 
ject to revision if council sees fit. In other words coun- 
cil is really the final authority in approving a planning 
by-law at the local level, acting on the recommendation 
of a planning board which sees fit to endorse. It has 
the right to apply to the Ontario planning authorities for 
revision of an adopted plan. 

It is unfortunate that the Gill case was not presented 
to council before it advanced to the prosecution Stage be- 
cause this could have resulted in a resolution of the prob- 
lem without embarrassment of needless trouble. The 
property owner should have protested to council before 
driving a nail. 

School Uniforms or Uniform Dress for School Girls 


There is apparently considerable interest in a pro- 
posal being advanced to have school girls wear tunics as 
a prescribed form of dress while attending classes. Those 
who have been confronted with the problem: of seeing a 
girl through school know of the added problems involved 
in dressing them to compete or at least compare with ot- 
her girls. It can be expensiye and, when they begin to

Matters of Interest 
STRANGE ACCIDENTS 

To most of our members the grease gun is perhaps 
the most inoffensive part of their garage equipment and 
yet, strangely enough, this instrument has become an oc- 
cupational hazard for mechanics. 

The fact that the grease gun forces a fine stream of 
lubrication through very small openings under heavy 
pressure does an excellent job of lubricating motor vehic- 
les, but due to this heavy pressure, it can also pierce the 
skin ana fill the tissue spaces with grease. Although the 
point of entry is small, the damage to the tissue might 
be very extensive. Normally, the gun operator is not 
aware of the injury for several hours until pain occurs, 
which can be very severe. 

The injured area is deprived of blood. It is irratated 
by the chemical, and there is a danger of infection. If 
the grease is removed quickly, there is less likelihood of 
irritation and scarring. 

Medical Treatment Required 

It is advisable that the affected person be treated 
by a doctor immediately he becomes aware of his injury. 

It would appear that the type of injury described 
above not only applies to grease guns, but can also be 
caused by a jet of oil in the jet stream carburetion of die- 
sel engines. 

Although our country now enjoys the highest stan- 
dard of living in the world, the machines that make this 
standard possible have become more and more complicat- 
ed, and new safety hazards seem to appear out of no- 
where. All the more reason that employers should be al- 
ways on the alert, so that not only will the old hazards be 
eliminated, but that new hazardous conditions be forstal- 
led before they become real problems.

BAD “GROUND RULES” 

A fall session of parliament is forecast in view of the ab- 
normal summer increase in unemployment. In July 
there were an estimated 6,281,000 Canadians with jobs 
but 311,000 persons—11,000 more than in June and 4.7 
per cent of the labour force—were out of work. The 
June-July increase was reported mainly due to layofis 
in the manufacturing and construction industries. 

In any seeking for the causes and cures of unemploy- 
ment, parliament should examine the relation of taxation 
and trade policies to the mainspring of Canadian pros- 
perity, factory employment, Of all jobs in Canada 45 per 
cent now are directly and indirectly created by secon- 
dary manufacturing. Yet since 1956 post-war peak fac- 
tory jobs have declined by about 75,000 despite an in- 
crease of 1.8 million customers in the domestic market 
due to population growth. 

How Ottawa's taxation and trade policies can influence 
unemployment is shown by a letter from S. D. Brownlee, 
president of the Canadian Admiral Corporation, to a Tor- 
onto newspaper that had editorially criticised the firm for 
its failure to compete against foreign-made radios. “We 
have tried everything we know of to meet the threat of 


ian manufacturer hasn’t a chance. Even if you disregard 
the fact that we pay more per hour that the Japanese pay 
per day you find that tre importer pays much less in sales 
and excise tax than the local manufacturer due to the dis- 
crimaiory application of these taxes. A simple example 
is a radio tube on which the importer pays a few cents 
duty plus sales and excise’tax of about 9 cents (based on 
the low ‘declared value’). On exactly the same tube the 
Canadian manufacturer must pay 27 cents sales and ex- 
cise taxe. 

“The best suggested retail price we have been able to 
hit on transistor radios is 38.95, and we felt this was a ter- 
riffic value. . .It hadn’t been introduced mode than a few 
weeks before a local department store came out with a 
full page ad reducing a comparable Japanese set from 
$39.95 to $19.95. We had to sell of the balance of our 
sets at a loss, close down that part of our manufacturing 
operation and lay off the employees involved.” 

Pouring public funds into winter-work programs may 
be a palliative for unemployment, but it is no cure. 
Steady jobs depend on the output of goods of a quality 
and price that will-sell, at home and abroad. Competi- 
tively, we suffer the disadvantage of a high-cost economy. 
But we are foolish to compound that disadvantage with 
a trade policy that encourages unlimited, low-cost im- 
ports end a*tax policy that penalizes Canadian producers. 


A BLIND FARMER PLOUGHS 

It might seem an impossible task for a blind man to 
plough a straight turrow; but Mr. Albert Newman, of 
Glantegfan Farm in Wales has proved otherwise. Ian 
Marshall told his story in a recent edition of the pro- 
gramme ‘New Ideas’ broadcast each week in the BBC Gen- 
eral Overseas Service. 

Originally a trained engineer, Mr. Newman was 
blinded by the after-effects of an army explosion in 1947; 
but, nothing daunted, decided to learn to farm, and that 
meant pioneering many of his own techniques. He as- 
sembled his own personal radar set from old radio spare 
parts, and in order to plough he sets up an aerial at each\ 
side of the field. He operates the set from the tractor 
and the signals sent out are bounced back from the aer- 
ials and heard through headphones. Using the strength 
of the signals to each ear as a guide (as an airline pilot 
uses radio dots and dashes to make a blind landing) he can

CANNING TOMATOES 

Tomatoes contain a natural 
acid which makes them quite 
easy to can, according to the 


Information Branch of the 
Ontario Department of . Agri- 
culture. For flavour and keep- 
ing quality, tomatoes selected 
should be uni- 
formly ripened and firm. All 
bruised or decayed spots must 
removed. Any 
piece of decayed or soured 
spot which finds its way into 
the jar will cause spoilage 
later on. 

Wash tomatoes well before 
removing the peel. Plunge 
them into boiling water for 
about half a minute, dip into 
cold water, remove peel and 
all of the hard green core. 
Tomatoes may be canned 
whole or in quarters. Whole 
| tomatoes are packed into clean 
jars as soon as the peel is 
removed, filling to within just 
half an inch of the top of the) 
jar. Make a good solid pack, as 
jthe tomatoes will shrink when 
|the heat of processing is ap- 
| plied. If desired, two teaspoons 
of salt and sugar mixed may be 
| added to each quart jar. Fill 
| the jars to within half an inch 
of the top with tomato juice. 
Adjust the jar top. If tomatoes

It appears that ministers of 
“The Gospel of Christ” have 
their problems as well as the 
rest of us--and major ones at 
that. 

In the “Post” on September 
8rd an article is quoted from 
the “United Church Observer’ 
of September Ist which observ- 
es that one of the great prob- 
lems is how to reconcile the 
historic doctrines which have 
made Christianity an exclusive 
religion—into the great mod- 
ern imperative to world bro- 
therhood. It does not say 
where this modern imperative 
is found in the textbook serip- 
ture which said to Christians 
“all ye are brethern”, Spiritu- 
al brotherhood is far different 
to brothers by creation by one 
creator who created all races 
and colors. We do not see how, 
a mixture of opposites could be 
a brotherhood, when Christ 
said that some were of their 
father—the devil!

One minister gave his view on 
this by saying that a new 
church was built in a new 
truth, not yet recognized by 


the existing church. Evidently}

The next problem was that 
the spirit of Christ was found 
among some who did not pro- 
fess the name of Christ even 
among Hindus and others. 
That raises a question “Are 
other ways than Christian more 
valid?” or, Albert Schweitzer 
was asked what should be 
preached today, replied by 
Scripture: “If any man have 
not the spirit of Christ he is 
none of His.” In that case 
the question of brotherhood is 
solved. If there is a conflict 
between past doctrines and 
moral * imperative (whatever 


that means) here is a story that 
has a lesson in it. 


A coloured clergyman was 
waxing eloquent over the story 
of creation—in the very begin- 
ning.

Every hospital to receive 


free supply 


Every hospital in Canada 
will receive a free emergency 
supply of staphcillin, the new 
synthetic penicillin which com- 
bats “Golden Staph” bacteria 
infections, resistant to all other 
medication, according to Mr. 
Bernard De Massy, executive 

’ vice-president of Bristol La- 
boratories of Canada Limited. 

The British Medical Journal, 
published today, reports suc- 
cessful trials with the drug in 
English laboratories and hos- 
pitals. 

The new penicillin has been

developed cooperatively by 
scientists associated with Bris- 
tol Laboratories and a group of 
British scientists. 

Shipments of staphcillin 
without charge will be made 
to more than 800 Canadian 
hospitals as soon as govern- 
ment procedures permit gen- 
eral distribution. 

Meanwhile hospitals and 
other medical institutions 
equipped for clinical research 
may. apply for inyestigational 
quantities, Mr. De Massy ex- 
plained. 


POTASSIUM IN SOILS 


The amount of potassium 
available to plants from the soil 
usually varies with the amount 
of clay present, says Dr, A. J. 
MacLean of the Soil Research 
Institute, Canada Department 
of Agriculture, Ottawa. 

A loam containing 30 per 
cent clay was found to give 12 
times as much potassium to 
plants as did a fine sandy loam 
with only eight per cent clay. 


Management of the soils, in- 
cluding the use of potassium 
fertilizers, is another factor. 
For example, a well-managed 
sandy loam was found to sup- 
ply nearly three times as much 
potassium to the plants as a 
similar soil that was poorly 
managed. Subsequent cropping 
practices, however, depleted 
both soils to a low level of 
potassium. This indicates that 
potassium fertilizer should be 
applied periodically fo lighter 
soils in order to maintain their 
fertility. 


Truck crops, including pota- 


sandy soils usually require ni- 
trogen and phosphorus as well 
as potassium, the amount of 
each depending upon the kind 
of crop grown.

Linasay, Sept. 7, 1960 
To the Lindsay Post, 
Dear Sir: 

Last evening, Tuesday Sept. 
6, there was a column in the 
Post by Dr. Peter J. Steincrohn 
M.D., F.A.C.P., headed “Smok- 
ers have a responsibility”. Are 
they all who have a responsi- 
bility? To my mind we all have, 
particularly we who call our- 
selves Christian, and especially 
those who wear the clerical 
collar. 

I would like to say I enjoy 
reading the doctor’s write-ups 
very much, as he frequently 
writes something of my own 
trouble, which I feel is a help 
and encouragement to me. 

Yes, we all have a responsi- 
bility. God put us here to help 
each other, as a reverend 
gentleman said to me once: If 
it were not for that great fact, 
He would have put us all in one 
man. 

The letter or write-up men- 
tioned above tells of a man 
who is allergic to tobbaco 
smoke. I am not allergic to it, 
but it is certainly no pleasure 
to sit in a place that is blue 
with smoke, and the air con: 
taminated. I think also that 
smokers have a responsibility 
to themselves, but few ‘seem 
to realize it, I cannot think of 
one cigarette smoker who has 
not got a cough. Just the other 
day a friend of mine told me 
he had a cough. It was very 
annoying and his wife told him 
to stop smoking, which he did. 
The cough stopped. 

Twice within the last month 
I have seen a young preacher 
on Kent St. walking along puff- 
ing a cigarette. I do not know 
him, or where he came. from, 
but I do know this, that he does 
not. realize his responsibility 
to himself or the cause he re- 
presents, or to his brother man, 

Just a short time ago I read 
in another paper the question: 
“How can we expect our young 
people to abstain. from these 
habits when they see the prea- 
cher doing it?” If we who call 
ourselves Christians, do every- 
thing the world does, what is 
the difference. My Bible says 
come out from among them 
and be separate. 2 Corin 6-17. 

That preacher reminded me 
of a little article I read some 
years ago: Alexander the Great 
had a truant soldier brought 
to him. He said to him “Well 
sir, what is your name?” the 
young man replied: “Alexan- 
der’. The great man looked at 
him a moment, then said. “You 
can ‘do one of two things: 
Change your name, or change 


your ways’. So the preacher 
who does not realize his 
responsibility or the great 


power of example should either 
throw the cigarette or his 
collar ‘into the garbage can. A 
preacher or anyone who poses 
for a Christian, should read 
very carefully and prayerfully, 
1 Corin 10-31 to 33, Rom. 14° 
21 to 23. There are none with- 
out fault. When I look in the 
mirror I do not see a faultless 
one there either. But my Bible 
teaches that Christians should 
live to the highest and best 
they can by God's grace. 

This will prove no killjoy, 
but will give peace and joy 
in our own heart and life. 

God speaks to most of us 
today; but we do not hear for 
the hubbub around us.

Fall is fine for 
a Barberry Bee 


Husking bees are a thing of 
the past, but a barberry bee 
is a modern “must” in many 
areas of Ontario. Common bar- 
berry is classed as a noxious 
weed under the Ontario Weed 
Act. The Field Crops Branch of 
the Ontario Department of 
Agriculture recommends a 
| “kill out” campaign wherever 
these shrubs are found. There 
is a job for everyone in a 
barberry bee: boys and girls 
to locate the shrubs, men to 
kill them, and municipalities 
to organize the bee. The ladies 
can play a part also. The fruit 
can be used for jam, jellies, 
pies or even to replace cran- 
berries. The juice adds a tang 
to preserves or jellies. 

Cereal rusts cost Ontario far- 
mers millions of dollars each 
year. Counties which have 
organized barberry bees know 
they pay off in higher crop 
yields. Counties like Durham, 
Ontario, and York have almost 
wiped out common barberry. 
Others, from Grenville in the 
east to Grey in the west, are 
busy with barberry bees each 
year. These counties use every- 
thing from 2, 4-D arid sodium 
chlorate to tractors. The Field 
Crops Branch assists munici- 
palities in eradicating the 
common barberry. 

Get rid of common barberry. 
Japanese barberry is quite 
innocent. If the shrub has 
single spines and smooth- 
edged leaves, it is Japanese and 
harmless. If the spines are in 
groups of three and the leaves 
are edged with little spines, the 
parberry is common and should 
be destroyed.

Special care needed when 
moving pullets off range 


There’s a good chance you 
can hold pullet production 
when you move them off range 
and into the hen house, if you 
make the change smoothly. 

O0.A.C. Poultry specialist, 
Earl Hunt, says lack of exer- 
cise, lack of green forage and 
the sudden change from a low- 
protein growing mash to a 
high-protein laying mash is 
just too drastic a change for a 
short period. He says a severe 
physical reaction might set in. 

“The problem isn’t so bad 
with 4% to 5% month old 
birds that are well-fleshed and 
matured but not laying heavily. 
It is worse with His that are 
laying 15 - 20%.” 

If the birds are still receiv- 
ing a growing ration at the 
time they are moved off range, 
let them stay with this feed for 
at least 2 to 3 weeks after 
moying, says Hunt. Provide 
green feed. If you haven't 
green feed, a mild molasses 
flush may help. Don’t feed 
new wheat until November and 
even then start them off with 


only 10%, he cautions. “New 
grain” poisoning is a real 
threat. : 

Little things help. Feed 
troughs and waterers similar 
to those on range should be 
placed in the pen until the 
birds get used to the regular 
laying equipment. Extra water- 
ers also help in preventing blue 
comb. 


“Catch some e pullets and put 
them on roosts, the first few 
nights,” he advises. - “Other- 
wise they might stay on the 
floor and never roost. It’s best 
to place all the birds on the 
roosts instead of the floor 
when you first bring them in.” 

_ If-you. throw the birds on the 
floor, most of them will sit 
in the corners instead of the 
roosts, he believes. Damp lit- 
ter often results. Also, birds 
sitting in groups on the floor 
will become overheated and 
could contact. rena di- 
sease.

The diet of an expectant mother is of the ut- 
most importance both for her own health and the 
unborn child. Mothers-to-be are urged to follow 
their doctor’s advice on what foods to eat from 
the earliest months of their pregnancy. 

As a handy and reliable guide to preparing 
meals which aré nutritious and wholesome every 
housewife ought to have a copy of Canada’s Food 
Rules. The suggested foods contain everything 
which is needed for a balanced diet. Briefly, 
Canada’s Food Rules recommend half a pint of 
milk every day for adults, more for children. A 
glass of fruit juice and one serving of fruit, one 
helping of potatoes along with two other vege- 
tables should be eaten every day. 

In addition to these foods whole grain cereal, 
buttered bread, and at least one serying of meat 
or fish or poultry, eggs and cheese, ought to be 
incladed m the diet of each day. 

Expectant mothers and all growmg youngsters 
should take 400 units of Vitamin D every day also. 

The Ontario Department of Health has estab- 
Hshed a muirition program carried out by a full 
time nutritionist. Pais important service provides 
the latest nutrition mformation for all puble 
health services in the province, particularly to 
public health nurses who are especially concerned 
in their work with food problems. 

The Department of Health has several publica- 
tions on nutrition which are available free to readers. 
Copies of these may be obtained by writing to the 
Dwision of Health Information, Ontario Depart- 
ment of Health, Queen’s Park, Toronto.

Ninety-six people have died in motor vehicle ac- 
cidents in Victoria County during the 14 years from 1946 
to 1959 inclusive. This information is contained in a re- 
port prepared by the Ontario Attorney-General S Depart- 
ment and forwarded to this paper by Premier Leslie M. 
Frost. ; 
In a covering letter, Mr. Frost notes that the high 
year recorded in the table was 1958 with 15 deaths and 
the low years were 1946 and 1950 with two deaths. A 
further examination of the table indicates that some of 
the factors we would normally feel accounted for the 
greater highway toll don’t hold too much water locally. 
For example, some might be inclined to attribute increas- 
ing highway fatalities to mounting use of the district high- 
ways but the table doesn't bear this out. The second high 
fatal accident figure was in 1953 when there was undoubt- 
edly fewer vehicles on the road than there are today. 
Thirteen died that year as opposed to 15 six years later, a 
difference of only two. On the other hand the province 
wide study indicates the reverse - that the increasing high- 
wey death toll is being influenced by increased traffic. 
In 1946 there were 688 people killed on our highways and 
in 1959 the total was 1,187. The is, however one hope- 
ful aspect to the statistics under study. The peak traffic 
fatility year was 1957 with 1,279 deaths, almost 100 more 
than in 1959 which would seem to indicate that greater 
driving care is being exercised in the face of growing 
motor vehicle travel. 

There are other parts of the table which make inter- 
esting reading. Of all those who died in highway acci- 
dents during 1957-58 and 1959, 47.8 per cent where in the 
25 to 64 age group. Those over 65 and those 14 and un- 
der were about equal - 14 to 15 per cent and those 15 to 
24 years of age group made up 21.9 per cent of the total. 

Quite apart from these statistics, it is perhaps sig- 
nificant that at the vast majority of inquests held into 
traffic fatalities, the coroner’s jury learns that drinking 
has been a factor. All too frequently evidence is submit- 
ted to indicate that drivers involved were either bordering 
impairment, had reached that stage or passed it before 
the fatal accident occurred. We have yet to hear a coron- 


er’s jury make any comment on this fact.

One of the main objectives of the Council is to stim- 
ulate interest in the proper adjustment and efficient use 
of ploughs and other implements. The Council also en- 
deavours to keep before the people of Canada the fact 
that the plow is the basic instrument in food production 
and as such is a symbol of peace-ahd goodwill.

Matters of Interest 
AUTOMOTIVE ENQUIRY HEARS FROM CANADIAN 
FEDERATION OF AGRICULTURE 

Canada’s National Farm Organization, the Cana- | 
dian Federation of Agricultiire, has put the opinions 
of farm people before the Royal Commission of Enquiry 
into the Canadian Automotive Industry. In a brief 
presented to Professor V. W. Bladen, who is conducting 
the enquiry, the CFA noted that the automobile is to 
the farmer much more than just an accepted adjunct 
to today’s way of life, than it is for the city person. 
To the farmer, an automobile is a practical and 
economic necessity. 

Thus justifying its interest in the enquiry, the 
CFA went on to point out that in its opinion, any policy 
of responding to today’s problems of the Canadian 
automotive Industry by increasing levels of protection 
would be a negative one, contrary to the Jong term in- 
terests of the Canadian economy, and definitely unfair 
to the Canadian consumer. The brief stated that the 
CFA is extremely skeptical of any assumption that in- 


ereased protection is required, much less justified from 
consumer point of view. Referring to tne significant 
change in consumer preference for smalier cars, and 
the effects that this has had upon the Canadian auto- 
motive industry, the CFA pointed out that continual 
change and adjustment in the pattern of industrial 
employment is a fact of life in today’s modern world — 
‘a fact of which farmers are yery much aware since 
they have in recent years experienced a very severe 
contraction in labour force and are faced with further 
painful adjustment in the years ahead.

“SAVE YOUR LIFE” 

An intensive Ontario Provincial Police campaign to — 
Wipe out the death toll of school children on Ontario 
Highways will begin throughout the province next — 
week, Commiissioner W. H. Clark has announced. 

More than 100 officers have been assigned to carry 
out a “SAVE YOUR LIFH” campaign in an effort to 
educate school children to guard themselves against 
accidents that claimed the lives of 40 children who died 
while walking or driving bicycles on highways during 
the 1959-60 school term. 

Although the OPP has been conducting traffic 
safety classes at schools for the Past several years, 
this year’s campaign has been intensified and revised 
in order to reach and educate a wider range of young- 
sters. 

Last year more than 2,000 schools were visited and 
it is expected this year’s campaign will be carried into 
approximately 4,000 rural area schools by officers as- 
signed to the “Save Your Life” drive. 

“There is nothing more important in our country 
than protecting the safety of our children and the cam- 
paign our Provincial Police is undertaking this year 
is designed to dramatically impress traffic safety upon 
our young people,” safa Attorney-General Kelso Roberts 
in commending the campaign. 

It is estimated that the Save Your Life campaign 
will reach approximately 200,000 children representing 
all grades. —OPP Office of C-mmissioner. 
GLASS BOTTOM EXCURSION BOAT 

A new tourist attraction was recently launched as 
San Diego’s first glass-bottom excursion boat slid into the 
waters of Mission Bay, the nation’s largest and formost 
aquatic park. Christened the “Discoverer,” the 30 foot 
craft will allow sight seers a view of the underwater gar- 
dens along the La Jolla coastline. 

The Discoverer is also the first all aluminum, self- 
powered vessel to be built here. Bob Fernandes, owner 
and operator of the boat, believes it is the first all-alumin- 
um passenger vessel to be built on the West Coast. The 
excursion boat carries 20 passengers and makes the run 
from Quivira Basin in Mission Bay to the sea gardens off 
La Jolla in 20 minutes. It is powered by a 275 horse pow- 
er engine. 

In the hull of the Discoverer is a glass well 10 feet 
long and 2% feet wide. Through this well passengers are 
able to view fish, sea grass, rock formations and other 
submarine attrastions along the coast.

The maggot of the bulb fly 
destroys the floral parts of 
the plants in early August.

The fly, which 
resembles a bumble bee, 
emerges in mid May and lays 
small white eggs singly on the 
soil near the bulb foilage. 
The eggs soon hatch and the 
tiny maggots crawl down the 
outside of the bulbs and enter 
the basal plate or root zone, 
where they begin to feed.

Ernestine Roberta Whiteside, 
former resident of Lindsay, at 
the September meting which 
was held in the vestry of the 
church. 

.Miss Whiteside gave a great 
contribution to Canadian life 
through her. service to educa- 
tion, to the Baptist Churches 
and the Women’s Inter-Church 
Council of Canada of which 
she was Corresponding Secre- 
tary for ten years. She was 
the daughter of Dr. and Mrs. 
W. N. Whiteside and was born 
in Beeton, Ont. in 1876 where 
she spent her childhood before 
moving to Little Britain, and 
after her father’s death to 
Lindsay. She was in her teens 
when she moved to Toronto 
and attended Harbord Coll- 
egiate Institute and after be- 
came one of the few women to 
attend McMaster University at 
that time. She trained as a 
teacher at Ontario Normal 
College, Hamilton. 

Following a year’s travel and 
study abroad, she accepted a 
position on the Faculty of 
Brandon College. She was also 
first Lady Principal of the Wo- 
men’s residence, Clark Hall 
which was not quite completed 
when she arrived. 

She returned to Toronto in 
1918 to be near her mother 
and became principal of Moul- 
ton College for girls. 

She resigned through ill- 
ness in 1930. 

She began her service as 
Editor of the “Link and Visit- 
or” the Women’s Baptist Mis- 
sionary Society Magazine which 
she developed with a view of 
world wide missions.

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| LOW TEMPERATURES 
THREAT TO POTATOES 


The humble spud has a 
strange knack of turning sweet 


was when stored at low tempera- 


tures. For this reason exact 
temperature means everything 
to the subsequent usefulness 
of this tuber, according to R. 
B, Hyde of the Canada Depart 
ment of Agriculture's Experi- 
mental Farm at Morden, Man. 

At temperatures below 50 
degrees F. the starches in 
stored potatoes begin to turn 
into sugar, the change becom- 
ing more rapid as freezing 
point is neared. 

The sugar content of stand- 
ard varieties of potatoes stor- 
ed for one month at 40 de- 
grees was found to be five 
times the amount measured at 
harvesting. In subsequent 
months it didn’t increase much 
and most of the sugar that ac- 


Potatoes chilled below 40 
degrees retained their sweet- 
ness. 

Household storage at 40-42 
degrees checked sprouting con- 
siderably. : 


Storage temperaturés abov 
45 degrees are necessary for 
potatoes that are to be procés- 
sed into chips and french fries. 
(Such potatoes can be condi- 
tioned at higher temperatures 
just before being used for 
manufacture.)

“THE POST,” LINDSAY, ONTARI 


A coroner's jury has rec- 
ommended that guide posts be 
erected on a curve, south of 
Cameron on highway 35. 

At an inquest held in Lind- 
say on Wednesday night into 
the highway death of 56 year 
old William Peters of Toronto, 
Crown Attorney Lorne Jord- 
an told the jury that there had 
been more than one accident 
in that vicinity in past years. 
However, he said that the one 
in which Mr. Peters died oc- 
curred on a straight stretch 
after the curve had been nego- 
tiated. 

“J know the department of 
highways is working to elim- 
inate these curves’. he told the 
jury, “but it is up to you to 
decide whether the curve had 
any bearing on the accident.” 
At the time of accident, Pet- 
ers was driving a panel truck. 
He was in collision with a car 
driven by Alastair Howard of 
Dundas. 

A post mortem on the body 
performed by Doctor Peter 
Gill of Lindsay showed that 
the man’s blood contained a 
percentage of alcohol, which, 
in the opinion of Doctor Gill, 
would cause him to be at least 
impaired, 

Driver of the other car, Mr. 
Howard said he saw the truck 
approaching at what he 
thought a reasonable speed, 
but testified that it was “waiv- 
ering” over the line. 

The jury ruled that the man 
died as a result of the collis- 
ion.

‘OU too can be a math wizard. 

The key in this new puzzle 
is to use digital roots. A digital 
root is simply the sum of the 
digits of a number. For example, 
the digital root of 3612 is 3, be- 
cause 3 plus 6 plus 1 plus 2 is 
equal to 12, which im turn is 1 
plus 2 equal to 3. 

Once you understand this, you 
ean do the same thing with digi- 
fal roots as with numbers. You 
can add, subtract, divide, or mul- 
tiply. Here is an example of an 
addition problem:
